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CRISP'S COMMITTEES, 


He Will Place Springer at the Head of 
the Ways and Means, 


THE TARIFF BILL WILL BE ATTACKED, 


And It Is Hoped Something Practi- 
cal Will Result. 


THE APPROPRIATIONS TO BE REDUCED, 


And the Billion- Dollar Congress Wil 
Not Be Imitated in Its 
Extravagance. 


WASHINGTON, December 10.—[Special.]— 

Speaker Crisp is not spreading his confidences 
around promiscuously, bat enough has been 
intimated in the last twenty-four hours to in- 
dicate what will be his policy in the important 
matter of tariff reform. 
. Itjseems now pretty well assured that Mr. 
Springer, of Illinois, and not Mr. Mills, will 
be at the head of the ways and means com- 
mittee for the next two years. 

The significance of this is that the purpose 
of the speaker is to have tariff reform without 
substituting an entirely new measure for the 
McKinley act. It is known that Mr. Mills 
favors action by this congress in the shape of a 
comprehensive revision of the tariff on the 
lines of the former Mills bill. It is of course 
understood that such a measure, no matter 
how favorably received by the house, would 
not pass the senate, nor be approved by Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Should this be done, leading democrats say 
it would be an exhibition of bad politics, for 
the reason that such a bill could not be pre 
pared before next April. It would consume 
two months in discussion, would then go to 
the senate and it would be almost election day 
before congress would be able to adjourn, and 
even then nothing would have been accom- 
plished. 

If on the other hand the McKinley bill is at- 
tacked in detail instead of en mass, it is claim- 
ed that many articles can be placed on the 
free list and something practical in the line of 
tariff reform secured. 

Mr. Springer’s Plan. 

Mr. Springer is committed to the plan of 

submitting a series of brief separate bills, 
ng upon the free list coal, iron ore, wool, 
umber, salt, cotton, ties, binding twine, etc. 
in the belief that some of them at least can be 
passed through the senate by theaid of re- 
yublican votes. The addition of the first 
three articies to the free list would strengthen 
the party in New Engiand,and cotton ties would 
be of great benefit to the south, as would 
binding twine to the west. It would accom- 
plish results and leave the formulation of a 


general bill later. 
‘My idea of a tariff bill,’’ said Mr. Springer 


today, “isto have the committee on manu- 
factures subdivide itself into committees and 
make a tourof the country early next year, 
collecting information respecting all manu- 
factures and the respect in which they are 
benefited by protection or by the introduction 
tft free raw materia. : 

“After all this information has been gath- 
pred itcan be passed overto the ways and 
means committee and used in formulating a 
tariff bill that can be prepared during the re- 
cess and be ready for presentation at the first 
day of the next session. If the elections, 
which will then have passed, result in repub- 
lican success, we will not present the bill. 

“If on the other hand, a democratic president 
is elected, as I think one will be, we will push 
the measure at once.”’ 

It is assumed that Mr. Springer reflects the 
position of the speaker. 

Sounding Public Sentiment. 

The suggestion of Mr. Springer was made by 
friends of the speaker, who seemed inclined to 
sound public sentiment before appointing a 
ehairman of the ways and means committee. 

So far there has-been general approval, and 
the speaker feels that his choice will satisfy 
the party. Mr. Mills does not appear to desire 
the place, as his ambition is now being directed 
toward the United States senate. Early in 
the spring the Texas legisiature will be called 
to elect successor to Senator Reagan, re- 
signed, whose seat is now filled by the govy- 
ernor’s appointee, Senator Chilton. 

Mr. Mills expects to be chosen to represent 
his state in the senate. To place him at the 
head of the ways and means committee of the 
house, with a reasonable éxpectation that he 
would be able to serve but a short time in that 
capacity, would invite complications and em- 
barrassments when it came to transfer the 
work of the committee to other hands. 

He Will Make a Good Speaker. 

From the mannerin which he has started 
outitis evidently the purpose of Speaker 
Crisp to conduct his office on a broad national 
basis. As rapidly as possible he is in- 
forming himself on the views of the 
new members regarding what are known 
as the general issues. His office at the capitol 
is practically cpen to all comers, and there is 
no exclusion of the humbler members of his 
party or of those who opposed him in his can- 
vass. He is endeavoring to get the sense of 
the country through the members of the 
house 


Speaker Crisp is discussing with the older 
members a scheme which will embrace a 
change in the practice relating to the appoint- 
ment of a committee on rules.

Tammany is butslimly represented in Wash- 
ington at this time, and if anything untoward 
happens before tomorrow Mr. Richard Croker, 
of thecity and state of New York, will have to 
shoulder the blame.

WASHINGTON, December 10,—Among the 
documents laid before the senate by the vice 
president and referred were the annual report 
of the secretary of the treasury and a ‘number 
of memorials and resolutions by various re- 
ligious bodies against opening the Chittago 
world’s fair on Sundays. se 

By Mr. Turpie—To amend the constitution 
so as to provide for the election of senators by 
the people. This bill was laid on the table, 
Mr. Turpie giving notice that he would ad- 
dress the senate upon it next Thursday. 

By Mr. Peffer—To amend the immigration 
and naturalization laws. To grant service 
pensions, with additional amounts, to pris- 
oners of the war; to provide means for their 
payment, and to repeal section 2of the pension 
act. of June 27. 1890. To reduce the 
number of pension ratings toten. To abolish 
pension agencies and to lessen the expenses of 
examining boards. 

By Mr. Call—To authorize Spain as to the 
island of Cuba. 

By Mr. Vest—In reference to export trade 
in cattle. The latter bill was laid on the 
table with notification from Mr. Vest that he 
would call it up at the next or a subsequent 
meeting of the senate. 

By Mr. Plumvb—To provide for the retire- 
ment of national bank notes, free coinage of 
silver and the promotion of international free 
coinage of silver. 

By Mr. Mitchell—To reduce letter postage 
to l cent per ounce. Also, to amend the con- 
stitution so as to have the United States sena- 
tors elected by the people. 

By Mr. Hawley—To revive the grade of 
lieutenant general of the army of the United 
States. 

Mr. Peffer offered a resolution, which was 
referred tothe finance committee, directing 
that commitiee to inquire and report as soon as 
practicable as to the actual expenses attending 
the business of money lending, as conducted 
inthe United States by bankers and other 
pergons, both as to short :oans and long loans; 
the object being, as declared in the resolution, 
to ascertian approximately the actual! and reia- 
tive cost of conducting the business of 
lending money, without reference to the 
value of the amounts loaned. The committee 
is to have the power to send for persons, and 
papers to administer oaths and to visit any 
part of the country by subcommittees. 
The preamble records that ‘‘complaint is made 
that money, when loaned, yields larger profits 
than industrial pursuits.”’ 

Mr, "Plumb oltered a resolution declaring 
that ‘‘congress desires the removal of the re- 
mains of the iJlustrious sajdier and statesman 
Ulysses S. Grant to, and their interment in, 
Arlington national cemetery, and that the 
president be requested to convey to the widow 
of that lamented man such desire, tendering 
to her, on the part of the nation, all necessary 
facilities for such removal and interment.” 
The resolution was laid on the table, Plumb 
giving notice that he would call it up at a con- 
venient time. 

The senate went into executive session, at 
which recess appointments were laid before it 
and were appropriately referred, and then, at 
2:30 o’clock, the senate adjourned till] Monday.

Lonpon, December 10.—Permission seldom 
granted to life prisoners was today given to 
Mrs. Maybrick to receive a visitor from the 
outside world. It was her mother, Baroness 
Caroline de Roque, now aresidentof Rouen, 
France. From her mother Mrs. Maybrick 
first learned of the efforts being made to restore 
her to her children and the world. She was 
told of the money which had been contributed 
by people in the United States to pay counsel 
to attempt to procure her release, and of thé 
Manchester fund which has been raised for the 
same purpose. 

Later the baroness was interviewed regard- 
ing Mrs. Maybrick by a representative of the 
Associated Press. The baroness said she found 
her daughter looking ill. She is ve 
weak, and is frequently an inmate o 
the prison hospital She is unable to 
sleep or to eat the coarse food 
given to the prisoners. During the 
course of their short conversation today Mrs, 
Maybrick said in despairing tones to het 
mother: 

“IT have done nothing. Nothing has been 
proven against me. Why do they keep me 


here? Is it because I am a poor little Ameri- | 


can girl? I cannot understand why they will 
not give me mercy or pardon and let you take 
me away. I am deeply, deeply grateful to 
my American friends for all they have done 
jin my behalf.’”’ 

Baroness de Roque said that Matthews, 
home secretary, and the prison officials always 
gave her the greatest facilities when she vis- 
ited the prison. She declared that Mrs. May- 


brick is treated with the utmost courtesy, 


by those in whose charge she is.

M. Donvreleur, vice chair- 
man ofthe St. Etienne Colliery Company, 
owners of the mine where the disaster oc- 
curred, and M. Gierodet, mayor of St. Etienne, 
became involved in a dispute, which it is 
surmised had reference to the responsibility 
for the accident, and the language used was 
simply disgraceful. Gierodet thought himseif 
insulted, and challenged Donvreleur, who 
accepted the challenge, and preparations are 
being made for the duel. 


Opposed to the Union of State and Church. 


Paris, December 10.—In the chamber of 
deputies today the radical deputy, speaking 
for the Radical Deputies Union, gave notice 
of a motion demanding that the government 
introduce a bill dealing with the clerical as- 
sociation, as a prelude to the separation of 
the church and the state, 

At a meeting of the republican deputies 
today, at which 110 members were present, a 
resolution was adopted signifying their ap- 
proval of the plan for party combination 
against the clericals.

HENRY SARBER’S CONFESSION 


Saves the Necks of Ten Men Who Were 
Convicted of Murder. 


Cotumpta, 8. C., December 10.—[Special.] 
One of the most remarkable cases that has 
ever come to light in the state, developed in 
the state supreme court yesterday, and, as the 
result, the necks of the ten negroes under sen- 
tence of death in Laurens county for the mur- 
der of Thornton Nance, some months ago, 
will be saved. They were sentenced to hang 
on October 24th last, but the attorneys ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and the motion 
yesterday was to suspend the hearing in the

comfession of another negro, Henry Sarber, 
who was recently arrested, |to the etfect that he 
alone was the murderer. His aflidavit stated 


} substantially that he was at the Pitts church 


on the night of the murder; that shortly after 
the meeting he started to his home and 
when about a quarter of a mile from 
the church he was overtaken and 
assaulted by Nance. Then and there, he says, 
he shot Nance and killed him. He says he is 
not related to any of the condemued men, but 
feels that it is his eg / to make known the 
facts in order that the innocerit men may not 
suffer on his account. He says further that 
any statement or statementsthat other persons 
were — in the killing but himse!f are 
false. e concludes his @ vit with the 
Statement that when the @ comes for his 
trial for his life, he will give all details, and 
show that there was absolutely no conspiracy. 
He gave this affidavit tothe lawyers to be used 
as they might think advisable for the sake of 
humanity. The supreme court today decided 
the motion and sent the case back to the circuit 
court for rehearing. 


THE NATION'S EXPENSES, 


A Few Millions Cut Off the Estimates for 
1893. . 

WasHInaton, December 10.—Secretary 
Foster today transmitted to the speaker ofthe 
house of representatives, for the information 
of congress, estimates of appropriations re- 
quired for the service for the fiscal year 1893, 
as furnished by the heads of the several execu- 
tive departments, Although the totals of 
these estimates under general heads were 
given in the annual report of the secretary of 
the treasury, made public this morning, some 
of the details are of interest. 

The estimate for the army and navy pen- 
sions is $147,064,550, which is a decrease of 
$3,748,583 from the amount appropriated on 
account of pensions for the current fiscal year, 
which includes a deficiency appropriation of 
$29,350,598. The amount of estimates, under 
the general head of naval establishment, is 
$26,365,654, which is something over five mil- 
lion dollars Jess than the prescnt appropria- 
tion. Nearly all of this reduction is 
made in the estimate for the 
crease of the navy, the estimate 
this item being $12,280,855, 

Among thejestimates for public buildings are 
the following: 

Charleston, 8. C., postoffice, etc., $50,000; 
Clarksville, Tenn., postottice, $10,000; Nor- 
folk, Va., postoffice, etc., $75,000; Savannah, 
Ga., postofiice, etc., $95,595.

such measures consonant with the usages of 
diplomacy as will tend to secure an amelior- 
ation of their condition. ~ | 

This government will be asked to continue 
the use of its good offices as an intercessory 
with the czar in behalf of the Hebrews. The 
president, in his message, devoted some space 
to the question of the wholesale banishment 
of the Jews from Russia, and to the endeavors 
which this government had thus far put forth 
in their behalf. The subject will be brought 
to the attention of the committee, probably 
by the introduction of a formal resolution, but 
the customary distribution of various por- 
tions of the president’s message will bring the 
matter before the committee in the absence of 
any resolution whatever.

MURDERED HIS WIFE. | 


James Freeman Was Jealous of His 
Neighbor, 


AND ORDERED HIS WIFE T0 SHOOT HIM, 


But She Was Too Badly Fright- 
ened to Obey 


AND HE DELIBERATELY KILLED HER. 


Her Body Found Lying in the Road 
Where It Had Lain for Twenty- 
Four Hours Cold in Death. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 10.—[Special.]— | 
News reached here tonight of one of the most 
horrible murders ever committed in this sec- 
tion. The victim was the wife of James Free- 
man, a prosperous farmer living a few miles 
from Reedsville, in Tattnall county. Freeman 
was of an intensely jealous disposition and 
had several times quarreled with his wife over 
slizht friendly attentions paid to her by 
neighbor named Kennedy. , 

On Monday night his jealous rage led to a 
tragedy. Soon after dusk, arming himself 
with a Winchester rifle, Freeman announced 
to his wife that he was going to make her Kili 
Kennedy. Takingarope he tied it around 
her body and dragged her through the woods. 
and along the road to within a few feet of the 
house of the man whose life he desired 
to take. Then he forced a _ pistol 
into the hands of the half unconscious 
woman, threatening her with instant death if 
she did not enter the house and shoot Ken- 
nedy. She refused. By some means Kennedy 
had become aware of the presence of Freeman 
and of his intention, but did not know bis 
wife was with him. Throwing the woman to 
the ground Freeman walked toward the house 
himself. Kennedy, who had been on the 
watch, opened fire on him. Freeman ran 
back to where his wife lay and seizing the 
rope dragged her from the yard into the road. 
In a.few seconds Kennedy heard the sound of 
Freeman’s rifle but had noidea of the crime 
he had committed. After leaving Kennedy’s 
house Freeman had forced his wife a few 
hundred yards and then cursing her for not 
obeying his order to shoot Kennedy, had taken 
deliberate aim and despite the prayers of his 
wife for mercy, sent a bullet through her heart, 
killing her instantly. The body lay in the 
road until the next morning, or more than 
twelve hours. It was then found and 
an alarm was raised. Freeman had dis- 
appeared. A search was at once begun, and, 
if caught, the coun ty will probably be saved 
the expense ofatrial. The couple had two 
children who are being looked after by friends. 


A HUSBAND IN HIDING, 


Shoots a Preacher Who Calls on His Wife 
and Kisses Her.

What Is Thought of the Judge's Election 
on the Coast.

He Represented His County in the 
Legislature from 1886 to 1890 with 
Honor to Himself and the State.

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Americus, Ga., December 10.—[Special.]— 
Hon. E. G. Simmons died suddenly at his res- 
idence in this city today atnoon. He has 
been in poor health for some time, but was 
able to be out and was at the courthouse yes- 
terday; where he has cases pending. He was 
unable to arise this morning and at noon asked 
to have dinner brought to his room, and 
while Mrs. Simmons went out to have the 
dinner brought she heard a noise in his room, 
and upon her return he was found in a coma- 
tose state, from which he never rallied, but 
died quietly a few minutes later. Colonel 
Simmons was in his fortieth year and was one 
of the most widely known and successful law- 
yersin this partof Georgia. From 1886 to 
1890 he represented Sumter county with sig- 
nal ability in the legisiature and gained a 
state-wide reputation of his record there. He 
leavesa wife and six children, the former 
being before her marriage a Miss Hollis, of 
Monroe county, Georgia, a sister of Mrs. 
Allen Fort and a niece of Colonel B. P. Hol- 
lis, of Americus. 

He had a policy of $5,000 insurance on his 
life in a leading company. The superior 
court, now in session, adjourned over until to- 
morrow in respect to his memory, and will ad- 
journ again tomorrow to attend the funeral, 
after the usual action by the bar in his honor. 
Hon. Allen Fort was just taking the noon 
train to go to Atlanta, when a telephone mes- 
sage stopped him at the train. The funeral 
will take place at 4 o’clock tomorrow. after- 
noon, with Masonic honors. 

His Legislative Record. 

Hon. Edgar G. Simmons represented Sum- 
ter county in the legislature four years and 
made an able and conscientious legislator. 

He was a strong debater and always took a 
decided stand upon any question of public 

olicy, au.d during his term in the legislature 

1e stood easily in the front ranks of the mem- 
bers of that body. | 

Perhaps what distinguished him most in the 
legislature was the famous bout with Dr. Fel- 
ton, which arose overthe discussion of the 
bill for a reformatory school. The speeches of 
both Simmons and Felton were crowded with 
the. sirongest invective, and were, without 
doubt, among the most caustic orations ever 
heard in Georgia’s legislative halls. 

Edgar Simmons was a warm friend, and did 
many a kind and noble act of sacrifice for a 
friend. 

Added to his ability as a legislator, and his 
many fine personal traits, was his splendid 
equipment forthe legal profession, in which 
he was most successfully engaged. 

His demise is indeed sad, and casts a pall of 
gloom over the entire city of Americus.

The Death of A. Backer, Who Held Securi- 


ties of Maconites.

It is thought, however, that it 
will be somewhat injurious, for if he had lived 
he could bave settled his matters much 
easier than others can do it, now 
that Racker is dead.

VALUABLE GRANTS ARE INVOLVED, 


The Middle Georgia and Atlantic Rail- 
road Does not Seem to Be 
iMaking Much Progress. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 10.—[Snecial.]— 
There was much talk here today as a result of 
the adoption of a resolution by the city council 
last night, stating that there was no apparent 
action being taken by the Middle Georgia and 
Atlantic road to conform to the conditions in- 
cident to the sale, or practically gift, of Hutche 
inson island by the city, and calling on the 
mayor to ascertain if such was the case. 

Colonel William Garrard, who is acting 
president of the road, wrs seen by the ConsTI- 
TUTION reporter. ; 

‘‘We have done considerable work on Huitch- 
inson island,’’ said he, ‘‘ and have fully com- 
plied with our contract with thecity. Our 
work there has not been of a bogus character. 
It has extended over a period of several 
months, andis such as was absolutely neces- 
sary. In addition, we have completed the 
surveys of the road from Savannah to Leyond 
Statesboro, in Bulloch county; had the pro- 
files drawn and estimates prepared. Surveys 
have also been made for a bridge from Hutch- 
inson island to the mainland. 

“A meeting of the board of directors was 
held here a day or two ago and reports were 
presented showing that twenty miles of 
the road now in operation from Eatunton to 
Machen is paying handsomely. The road is 
graded from Machen to Covington, a distance 
of twenty-four miles. The crossties, bridge 
limbers and other materia] are on hand there 
and paid for, and the work of laying the track 
will begin immediately. The directors de- 
cided thtat it was best to finish this incom- 
pleted part of the road before doing anything 
else. At Eatonton the road: meets the Cen- 
tral and at Covington it will meet the Geor- 
gia road, so we will then have an air-line be- 
tween these two roads. This work will be fin- 
ished probably late in the spring. Then it is the 
company’s intention to begin at the south end of 
the line and push building operations in this 
section. 
within the specitied time and will keep our 
contract with the city. Mr. Cann’s resolution 
is supposed to indicate that another road is 
desirous of securing pessession of the land 
that the city sold conditionally to the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic.”’ 


MR. WYNN TALKS. 


He Has Someihinzg to Say in Reply to 
Colo: el Broughton. 

Mr. J. Oscar Wynn was seated at his desk 
writing, yesterday afternoon, when a reporter 
called at his office. 

There was nothing in the bland expression 
of his countenance to indicate that unpleasant 
thoughts had passed, or were passing through 


his mind. 

Ile looked up as the reporter entered, and 
pointed to a chair. 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Wynn, in reply to a ques- 
tion, ‘I have read what Colonel Broughton 
had tosay about my card, and would like to 
say afew thingsin reply. I will not say all 
that I could say until after he publishes the 
ecard he is preparing. I will then answer the 
card. 

‘In the published interview with Colonel 
Broughton an extract from one of my cards, 
as he called it, is used. The extract is as fol- 
lows: 

This is an extract from a private letter of W. A. 
Broughton, which hehad published ina daiiyv 
paper, and at that time W. A. Broughton knew 
that the board of directors, one of which he was, 
gave me instructions tosell cotton bagging «np 
credit, and he himself was purchascr of sever 1 
hundred dollars’ worth, bought in the fall of 1890, 
and was unpaid on August Ist, when Il gave up the 
business. Furthermore, if it was contrary to the 
rules and laws regulating the exchanye to sell on 
credit, how is it that W. L. Peek, the president, at 
one time owed the exchange several hundred 
dollars for goods bought on credit? Besides, with 
spot cash terms, necessarily large amounts would 
not be collected promptly, as no doubt the present 
agent would now testify.’ 

‘The card of Mr. Broughton referred to was 
omitted, perhaps inadvertently. Colonel 
Broughton’s card read as follows: 

Dear Sirand Brother: In my investigation of 
the books of thealliance exchange,I find that 
State Business Agent J.O. Wynn, contrary to the 
rules and laws regulating the nanagement of the 
exchange, has credited out over ten thousand 
doliars’ worth of goods. .I made this showing to 
tre trustee stockholders in convention assembled 
on August 17, 18¥1,and they demanded immediate 
collection of all outstanding indebtedness.

CHIEF JOYNER AND HIS - BRAVE BOYS 


Did Some of the Cleverest Work of 
Their Lives in Wednesday Morn- 
ing’s Fire—The Day’s Record. 


A fire department never performed more 
faithful or effeciive work than that done in 
the Dixie Lumber Company fire yesterday 
morning. 

Chief Joyner, with remarkable skill and 
good judgment, supervised the work, and his 
unexcelled corps of brave firemen executed 
every detail of hiscommandin the most ef- 
fective manner. 

The large planing mill of the Dixie Lumber 
Company, as reported in yesterday’s Constr- 
TUTION, was discovered to be a mass of flames 
about 2:30 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
planing mill stood immediately in the rear of 
the mammoth brick sash, door and blind fac- 
tory of the company, and to those less familiar 
with the control of fire than Chief Joyner, it 
looked like the entire plant was doomed to 


destruction. 

The Dixie Lumber Company plant standsin 
the center of one of the thickest settled neigh- 
borhoods in Atlanta, and there was nothing 
but narrow streets, not much wider than ordi- 
nary alleys, between the fiercely raging flames 
and the homes of more than fifty families. 

Chief Joyner was naturally besieged with 
hundreds of anxious inquirers as to whether 
the adjoining blocks were safe ornot. He 
surveyed tie situation with his trained eyes 
and watched the movements of his men, and 
was soon able to give assured information that 
nothing but the lumber company’s pioperty 
would be damaged. 

The Dixie Lumber Company is one of the 
largest wood manufacturers and dealers in the 
state, and their entire plant had 4 narrow

The planing mill, machinery, stockhouse 
and a large lot of lumber were totaily de- 
stroyed. An examination yesterday showed 
that owing to the watchful care of the depart- 
ment theengines and boilers of the planing 
mill were uninjured. 

_ The loss isestimated to be something over 
Six thousand dollars and the insurance not 
more than $1,000, The loss of the planing 
mill will not seriously.interfere with the com- 
pany’s business, and they will go ahead carry- 
ing out their contracts.

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THE MATTER ENDED 


The Board of Aldermen Take Up the 
Whitehall Streat Grievance. 


SATISFACTORY RESOLUTIONS PASSED, 


A Regular Meeting of Nearly Three Hours 
in Length, in Which Little of 
Interest Is Done, 


The Whitehall street residents had their 
grievance satisfactorily settled yesterday. 

And if the council and Mayor Hemphill 
concur—and there is no doubt that they will— 
the matter is finally disposed of. 

Some time ago the board of aldermen re- 
fused to concur in the council’s ordinance to 
allow a reduction of 25 cents per foot. for the 
macadam that had been taken away. 

The citizens met and appointed a committee 
to confer with the aldermen. On Monday a 
conference committee was appointed by the 
council, and yesterday both were present at 
the board meeting. 

The members again sat squarely down on 
granting any reduction. The citizens’ com- 
mittee heid a consultatiog among themselves, 
They were Messrs. Berkele, Johnston, Benja- 
min, Thomas and Smith. 

As a result, the following resolution was 
introduced by Alderman Hutchison : 

Resolved, That the city engineer deduct the 
Square yards of paving between Forsyth and 
W hiteha!! streets at their junction, and that the 
cost of the same be deducted from the totai cost 
of the paving of Whitehall street, and that the 
balance beyond what is chargeable to the street 
car company and to the city be pro rated between 
the ay aah owners on Whitehall street accord- 
ng to their frontage. 

This resolution is meant toapply to all paving 
that does not properly belong to Whitehall street. 

This was adopted, but 7» board impressed 
the committeee with the fact that it had ob- 
tained no allowance for the removal of the 
macadam. 

This was accepted as satisfactory and the 
representatives left, pleased that the affair had 
been so amicably settled. 

The matter now goes before the general 
council, 

Other Matters Considered. 

The meeting of the aldermanic lasted for 
nearly three hours, but little else of interest 
was done. 

The report of the finance committee to issue 
$149,000 coupon bonds was concurred in. The 
city will now have a good driveway to Grant 
park—a long-felt want. The council’s ordi- 
nance to pave Georgia avenue, from Washing- 
ton street to the park, was concurred in yes- 
terday. The work will be begun very shortly, 
and will probably be finished by the spring. 
The cost is to be $34,500. 

The Boulevard is also to be paved from De- 
catur street to Edgewood avenue. 

The resolution to pay Harry Kraus $500 for 
writing up the city of Atlanta was approved. 

Mr. Hardy I. Reynolds wants to use a part 
of Emma street for a coal and wood yard. The 
council granted him the privilege, but yester- 
day a letter was received from Superintendent 
Richards stating the ground was needed to de- 
posit waterworks pipe on, and several citizens 
complained that it shut off their land. The 
board non-concurred and resolved to pay $250 
for enough land to make the street straight. 

There will be but one more meeting of the 
board this year—on the day before Christmas. 


THROUGH THE CITY HALL. 


Superintendent Richards of the waterworks 
and City Engineer Clayton have gone to Besse- 
mer, Ala., to look after the contract for the 
pipe for the new waterworks. 

Six thousand tons will be needed, at an 
average cost of about $21.50 per ton. 

The bids for the horizontal tubular boilers 
will be opened on December 28th. Plans and 
specifications for the buildings, stacks, reser- 
voirs, valves, etc., are now being prepared and 
will be ready in a few days. 

Looks Well. 

The health of Atlanta will soon have one of 
the best showings ever made. 

So says Inspector Veal, and he intends sub- 
mitting figures to prove it. 

‘“‘In two or three weeks,”’’ said he yesterday, 
“T will have ready a table showing the death 
rate of the city for 1891, andit will provea 
surprise to many. Why, there are several 
thousand more people here now than there 
were last year, and yet fewer have died. 
That’s a fact and it speaks mighty well. 

‘*Yesterday,’”’ he continued, ‘‘we issued but 
one burial permit. How is that for a city of 
75,000 inhabitants? Five weeks ago we did 
not issue any permits for two successive days,”’ 

The board of health will hold its tinal 
meeting of the year next Friday, andin a few 
days its report will be presented to the public.

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The President and the Silver Question. 

In his remarks on the silver question, Mr. 
Harrison makes a very lame defense of the 
Sherman silver law, which makes a com- 
modity of the white metal, and which is 
slowly but surely carrying the country to the 
confusion and panic of silver monometallism. 
He declares that the government is prepared 
toemploy all its resources to maintain ‘‘the 
parity in use of the coin dollars and their 
paper representatives.’’ In other words, the 
president admits that the republican silver 
dollar is a dishonest dollar, kept at par only 
by its legal tender quality, and that the gov- 
ernment is anticipating the hour when the 
value of the coin will sink to its bullion 
value. Weare thus enabled to get an aun- 
thoritative admission that the government 
expects to have trouble with the dishonest 
republican dollars, and that it is preparing 
itself to meet the emergency. 

Mr. Harrison acknowledges the necessity 
of financial relief in these words: ‘*That the 
increased volume of currency thus supplied 
for the use of the people was needed, and 
that beneficial results upon trade and prices 
have followed this legislation, I think must 
be clear to every one.’’ ‘That is to say, the 
people needed a larger volume of currency, 
and the republican financiers have responded 
to the demand by the coinage of dishonest 
dollars and by the issue of their paper repre- 
sentatives, being preparedto maintain the 
parity of the coin and the paper certificates 
as soon as the expected emergency arises. 
No one can read this portion of the presi- 
dent’s message without feeling that he is ad- 
vocating this vicious Sherman law against 
his better judgment, merely because the re- 
publican party is bound to defend it. The 
need of a larger volume of currency was not 
to be denied, and the republicans, led by 
John Sherman, gave them a supply of silver 
certificates based on dishonest dollars. 

Mr. Harrison says that ‘‘the ablest advo- 
cates of free coinage in the last congress 
were most confident in their predictions that 
purchases by the government, required by 
law, would at once bring the price of silver 
to 1.0299 per ounce, which would make -the 
bullion value of a dollar 100 cents, and hold 
it there.”” Whoarethe ‘‘ablest advocates 
of free coinage’’ to whom the president re- 
fers? They must be therepublican senators 
from the silver states. Surely no intelligent 
advocate of free coinage ever made such pre- 
dictions or indulged in such expectations. 
When it was thought that a free coinage 
bill would go through congress, the price of 
bullion silver rose; when the Sherman Dill 
became a law the price fell again,and it is now 
certain that the purchases of the government 
can have no appreciable effect on the price. 
For every nation interested in the matter 
knows thatthis storage of bullion amounts 
to nothing. The stored bullion is practically 
still on the market, and the downward ter- 
dency of the price since the storage began is 
simply an evidence that the world is prepar- 
ing itself for the shock which must occur 
when this stored bullion is once more dumped 
on the active market. 

The Sherman law is vicious in its tenden- 
cies and in its effects. Mr. Harrison refers 
to the fact that he is closely watching the 
European nations in the hope that they will 
either move for an international monetary 
convention, or themselves engage in the free 
coinage of silver. ‘The president seems not 
to understand that the Sherman law is itself 
an insuperable barrier to an _ international 
agreement. ‘To store silver bullion without 
giving it the rank and value of a money 
metal is a hopelessly embecile act which can 
only lead toa tremendous financial convul- 
sion inthe end. It is natural that Euro- 
pean governments should fight shy of finan- 
cial agreements with a nation which in- 
duiges in this sort of legislative folly. The 
only merit of the Sherman law is that it may 
lead to free coinage—but even then free 
coinage would be regarded as a temporary 
alternative, whereas it ought to be the fixed 
an definite policy of the government. 

When Mr. Edward Atkinson, armed with 
credentials given him by the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, went to Europe to drum up an 
international agreement, he discovered that 
the barrier to such an agreement was the 


idea that the United States had in reserve a 


large amount of silver bullion which its gov- 
ernment desired to work off on Europe. 
While the subsidized editors of the north 
and east were warning our people against a 
European silver dump, the European 
financiers were convinced that the United 
States were anxious to find a convenient 
and profitable place in which to dump their 
surplus silver. Here wasa game at cross- 
purposes, each side doing its best to dodge 
an imaginary bugaboo. 

But the bugaboo which Europe thought 
it saw isno longer an imaginary one. It 
was left for John Sherman, the Mephisto- 
pheles of finance, to give it shape, and it is 
materializing every day in the storage of 
discredited silver bullion in the vaults of 
the United States treasury. This accumu- 
lation of silver will notonly stand in the 
way of any international agreement, but it 
will prevent any of the European countries 
from opening their mints to free coinage. 


Why? Simply because the moment the mints’ 


were opened this accumulation of bullion 
would find its way there. We may thus per- 
ceive how cleverly John Sherman has carried 
out his bargain with the goldolators. 

The only remedy for the situation as it 
now exists, or for the troubles that are 
bound to ensue, is for the United States 


government to open its mints to the free | 


coinage of silver. This simple act will at 
once give potential money value to the 
bullion and restore its intrinsic value. Free 
coinage simply requires the mints to ex- 


\ 
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change a silver dollar for 412} grains of 
bullion to the amount of offerings that are 
made by holders. This is the whole pro- 
cess. It is simplicity itself. It is what the 
people, justified by their needs and the 
exigencies of the situation, demand, 


Justice to Palmer. 

We print elsewhere some correspondence 
sent us by General Jobn Palmer, the heroic 
crusader against confederate relics. He 
hints that he sends the correspondence as 
an experiment to see whether Tuk ConstTI- 
TUTION Will print the truth about him. He 
may reassure himself on this point. We 
have no interest in doing General Palmer an 
injustice. The statement that he went into 
the army as a substitute for Erastus Corning 
has been floating around in the nespapers of 
his own state. It seemed even reasonable as a 
rumor. Mr. Corning, however, says that it 
is not true, and that settles the matter. 

We have also received a copy of an Al- 
bany evening paper which says that Palmer 
served through the war and rose to the rank 
of captain. No doubt this is true, but we 
think that a man could serve through the 
war and rise to the rank of captain, and not 
be much of asoldier. Peace has its tests 
for the soldier as wellas war. There are 
few soldierly qualities in a veteran who can 
enjertain Palmer’s notions of the confeder- 
ate flag asarelic. He can find plenty-of 
politicians to agree withhim, but not one 
brave and honest soldier who knows what 
he fought for and what he helped to win, 

We gladly do this man justice, and we re- 
gret that he lacked the judgment to do him- 
self justice in the beginning. 


The Cotton Conspiracy. 

With a cotton crop much smaller than that 
of last year, and so nearly harvested that in 
many places the fields are already bare, the 
public has been at a loss to understand the 
steady downward movement of the price. 
We have printed a number of communica- 
tions from intelligent and observing men, 
who called attention to the early harvesting 
of the crop, and expressed the conviction 
that it was largely overestimated in the 
markets of the world. In this connection 
we give an extract from a letter just received 
from Mr. Jerome Hill, of the well-known 
cotton firm of Hill, Fontaine & Co., St. 
Louis and Memphis. Mr. Hill says: 

I wish to call your Special attention to The 
Memphis Appeal-Avalanche of Sunday’s issue, on 
cotton. I do wish you could see your way clear to 
take up this fight and help the south. The crop is 
overestimated. The old cotton in sight, claimed 
by the bears, was false, which you can readily find 
out. Please give usa helping hand. They have 
discounted acrop of 8,250,000 bales and 350,000 
bales old cotton added to it, tnat we did not have. 
Surely you can gointo this thing knowing that 
you will have justice, truth and right on your 
side. The southis an agricultural people. The 
tariff is against us, and, toadd to this, we have 
our pro rata of pensions to pay. And with cotton 
6to7 cents per pound in the interior there is 
nothing left for our people in way of profit for 
their labor. THE CONSTITUTION does great credit 
to the south and can do much nowto aid her in 
her sore distress, 

This puts the case clearly in a few words. 
The enormous and unexpected yield of last 
year has left the public mind demoralized on 
the subject of cotton, and almost any state- 
ments promulgated to show a large crop this 
year are believed, in the face of unimpeach- 
able evidence to the contrary. Unscrupulous 
persons see their opportunity for playing 
upon the market when public sentiment is 
in a chronic state of alarm. The Memphis 
Appeal-Avalanche says in the article re- 
ferred to: 

Within twenty-five years there has never been 
such a flood of letters and telegrams to Memphis 
cotton men, all tending to bear the market. Many 
of these dispatches are from New York, but the 
greater part from New Orleans. They tellof large 
fields unpicked and scarcity of lavor, all of which 
is ridiculous enough. They point with suspicious 
emphasis to the receipts of the past few days as 
indicating that this ctep will be larger than, or at 
least, equal tothat of last year. They reach the 
conclusion by comparing receipts with those of 
the same day last year. These New Orleans men 
know, a8 do al] other well-informed cotton men, 
that the receipts of last year at this time were re- 
markably small on account of the money panic 
over the whole commercial world, and while they 
hold up these receipts as indicating a large crop, 
the truth is that the receipts of the past few days 
are about in keeping with those of former years 
when we had a crop of five or six million bales. 
To prove this we give below the receipts for the 
first five days in December for the past ten years 
and the total amount of the crop for those years 

. . * 
which will show that the receipts at the ports now 
are such as we had when the total crop was five or 
six million bales. Of course, no one predicts so 
small a crop now, but we mention this to show 
that these New Orleans and New York manipu 
lators are gambiers in futures and working in the 
interests of the spinners. 

We were not aware that the New Orleans 
exchange had resorted to these tactics, but 
we have seen the circulars from New York. 
One before us, prepared by Mr. Shefferson 
is an ingenious marshaling of every fact or 
apprehension that could depress the price of 
cotton, and the well-known indications of 
shortage are barely admitted to considera- 
tion. That unknown quantity, the cotton 
on the plantations, is held up asa scarecrow, 
and the effect is heightened by the addition 
of 300,000 bales on account of the beter 
spinning quality, while not a bale is added 
to consumption because of the low price of 
fine fiber. On the contrary, everything on

curtail consumption is drawn out, 
little crop from the czar’s plantation away 
down in Turkestan, is made to cut a big 
figure and blue glasses are put upon every- 
thing. If Mr. Shefferson is not a bear he is 
doing famous service for that animal. It is 
impossible to say in advance that his figures 
for the crop are gross exaggerations, but it 
may be justly said that he neglects nothing, 
either in supply or demand, that can depress 
the price of cotton, and neglects almost 
everything that could help it. His circular 
bears on its face the evidence of bias, 
While he points out that the unexpected 


| yield of last year was due largely to late 


development and the full development of a 
top crop, he seems to overlook the fact that 
the top crop amounts to nothing this year. 
With the slow harvesting of last year, he 
compares the rapid picking and heavy re- 
ceipis of this, with no apparent allowance 
for the difference in seasons. 

' Some days ago THE CONSTITUTION called 
attention to the suggestion of a correspond- 
ent that cotton be counted at the gin. This 
would do away with the unknown quantity 
of the cotton on plantations, which has so 
long been used effectively to hammer the 
market. 

In the close of Mr, Shefferson’s article 
there is this remarkable expression: ‘‘It 
seems most likely that the losses of southern 
planters and merchants during the past and 
present seasons will result in an enforced 
curtailment of the acreage of the next crop. 
Something definite as to this matter will 
probably be known early in 1892, with the 
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an impetus which it has not known for 
many months,”’ 

Read between the lines, this means that 
the bears expect to play their trump cards 
early in 1892, about the time when cotton is 
all out of the hands of the farmers and the 
public can no longer be deceived about the 
size of the crop. 


A Sensational Case. 

The famous Sawtelle murder case has 
been dragging along in New Hampshire for 
the past two years. 

Hiram Sawtelle, an ex-convict, lured his 
brother, a respectable Boston fruit dealer, 
into a trip along the borders of New Hamp- 
shire and Maine. Finding it impossible to 
talk any money out of the Boston map, 
Hiram shot him dead. The detectives 
worked several months before they got 
enough evidence against the murderer. 
Finally, he was tried and convicted, but the 
case went to the supreme court, and nowa 
new development is puzzling the lawjyers. 
All along there has been no doubt of Hiram 
Sawtelle’s guilt, but the proof failed to show 
conclusively that the crime was committed 
This was a very im- 
portant point. If the deed was done in 
New Hampshire the penalty is death, but if 
it occurred in Maine the penalty is life im- 
prisonment. 

Sawtelle under the advice of his lawyers 
has at last confessed. He declares that he 
killed his brother in Maine. Officers were 
sent to search the locality he described, and 
in which he said he buried his brother’s 
head. The searchers found a skull, and it 
is probable that the case will be transferred 
to the Maine courts, The proseeution, how- 
ever, will make a strong fight, and will en- 
deavor to show that the skull is bogus. 
The prisoner’s confession will not be be- 
lieved unless it is supported by evidence. 
Altogether, this horrible case is one of ex- 
ceptional interest to the legal profession and 
the public on account of the singular points 
involved,

Lectures 


AT THE YOUNG MEN’S LIBRARY ROOMS. 


His Subject and How He Will Treat 
It—Dr. Campbell’s Lecture Mon- 
day Night—Those to Follow. 


Dr. William E. Boggs will open the univer- 
sity! lectures at the library tonight with one on 
**Mental Sc ience. 

The chancellor proposes to treat this subject 
in six lectures, to be given on Friday evenings, 
between now and the latter part of January. 
The lectures will begin at 7:30 o’clock in the 
double parlors of the Young Men’s library, and 
will last one hour. Attheend of that time 
there will be an informal talk in which Dr. 
Boggs will answer questions and explain any 
pointson which the audience wishes more 
light. Those who attend may ask as many 
hard questions as they want to, and will not 
be expected to answer any, for there will be 
no recitations. 

The six lectures on this subject are intended 
to cover the ground gone overin a university 
course on mental science, and the study is to 
be amplified and made thorough by reading be- 
tween the weekly lectures. For this. purpose 
Dr. Boggs will furnish references to the best 
works on the subject. 

The mental science course is very popular 
and a large class has been enrolled, The 
chancellor will be greeted by an exceptionally 
fine audience. The double library parlors, 


‘which are usually separated by large glass 


doors, will be made one and a hundred or 
more people may be comfortably seated. It is 
an ideal place for university lectures. Enough 
tickets have been sold for this course to filla 
large number of the available seats, and 
those who wish to hear Dr. Boggs’s mas- 
terly treatment of the subject would do 
well to go to the library this forenoon and get 
tickets. The costis merely nominal—only a 
dollar for the six lectures; a trifle of 17 cents 
each. Of course nothing less than the six will 
be sold, for the continuity of the course should 
not be broken, and the library does not desire 
to encourage anything but thorough work in 
this educational movement. ‘The tickets will 
be transferable, however, so that another mem- 
ber of a family may go when the purchaser of 
a ticket for the course is not able to attend all 
the lectures. 

Another course of six lectures on Biology”’ 
will begin Monday night. Dr. John P. Camp- 
bell, of the university, who is a graduate of 
Johns Hopkins, will take up the orders of 
living things and treat them in a clear and ‘en- 
tertaining way, showing many of the wonders 
of animal and vegetable life. He will bring 
from Athens alot of microscopes for the ure of 
those who attend the lectures, and will leave 
them here at the library between times. This 
is one of the best coursesin the whole series 
and will draw large _ classes. These 
lectures will be given at 7:30 o’clock 
on Monday evenings until the latter part of 
January. 

Thus it will be seen that by having two lec- 
tures a week, on Monday and Friday nights, 
the two courses on ‘‘Biology’’ and ‘‘Mental 
Science”’ will go forward together. When they 
are done the last week in January, two other 
courses, one on “Roman Law and Jurispru- 
dence’’ and another on the Greek drama will be 
started. Dr. McPherson and _ Professor 
Bacock will carry these two courses forward 
on Monday and Friday nights for six weeks. 
Then two other courses will begin with 
Professor C. Morton Strahn on *‘ Building Mate- 
rials,’’ and Professor Charles Morris on ‘“‘The 
English Language and Literature.’”’” These 
will complete the winter series of thirty-six 
lectures. Any course may be taken for a dol- 
lar, or the six courses, with thirty-six lectures. 
for $5. 

All these lectures will be made far reaching 
by the thorough lines of parallel readings laid 
out. Having opened up the subject, the pro- 
fessor will suggest discursive investigations 
all along, and those who have a thirst for 
knowledge may pursue any subjectas far as 
they desire. The system is_ essentially 
that of the fJuniversity. Recitations are not 
required, and it is jeft to an individual's 
earnestness to make him thorough. Every 
facility wili be given and great pains taken to 
facilitate the work of those who are interested. 

The idea is that, if the people of Atlanta 
sustain this winter’s course of lectures well, 
the next series will be amplified. The library 
willenlarge the work just as fast as the 
attendance will justify enlargement. It is not 
a money-making, but an educational enter- 
prise, which the library has undertaken in co- 
operation with the University of Georgia. 

The practical side of this series commends 
it tothe people. Forexamp!e, the course of 
six Jecturesoln|*‘Building Materials’’ will be in- 
valuable to the thousand persons who will 
build homesin Atlanta thecoming year. A lit- 

le later ajcourse of lectures on ‘*Architecture”’ 
will be put on, and this will be equally accept- 
able and timely in Atlanta. 

Tickets may be had at the library, wher 
any detail of the schedule will be explained.

FIFTEEN MEXICAN STUDENTS. 


A Professor Has Gone to Bring Them to 
the Gordon Institute. 

Professor B. Collonge, of Gordon institute, 
left Atlanta yesterday morning for Mexico 
City where he goes to bring back a band of 
fifteen Mexican youths for education here. 

For several months private negotiations have 
been going on between several prominent 
Mexican gentlemen and the Gordon institute. 

It has resulted in an agree- 
ment on the part of the Mexicans 
to send their sons to Atlanta where they will 
remain until they have acquired a thorough 
education. They will make a special study of 
the English branches. , 

Gordon institute offers a peculiar induce- 
ment to these young men in that three of its 
professors speak Spanish fluently. Hence, 
their instruction froin the start will bea matter 
of comparative ease. 

These Mexican students are expected to 
arrive under conduct of Professor Collonge 
about January 5th, in time to begin the second 
term. 

These youths are all scions of wealthy and 
cultured Mexican families, who aspire to have 
their boys take part in matters of state in the 
near future, and it seems, are anxious that they 
Shall establish intimate relations with the 
people of the United States as a beginning. 

It is expected by the professors of 
Gordon institute that this event 
will but inaugurate a movement in 
the line of educating Mexican youths which 
will increase to large proportions within the 
next ten years. They think that Gordon 
school has all the facilities for doing this work. 
The Mexicans are anxious to try it on a large 
scale, and, with the movement once inaugu- 
tated, they see no reason why Atlanta should 
not become a place for educating young Mexi- 
cans on a iarge scale.

**Members of the city government would like 
to return it to the ‘boys’. of that company, as 
it was evidently a present of friends who 
wrought the lettering of its legend with their 
fair hands. i have been privately requested 
to seek 10 locate the coth pany 
or some of its leading surviving members, or 
parties who nay have been directly interested 
formerly in the matter of this flag, and I 
gladly doso inthe hope only of cherishing 
the constantly growing good feeling between 
tie sections.

The Russian Influenza Reaches Atlanta 
on Its Annual Round. 


SEVERAL GASES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 


Nearly All the Physicians in the City 
Have Treated Cases of the Grip 
in the Last Few Days. 


Is the grip here again? 

It seems that the dread disease is here. 
And it may be just as relentless as it was 
last winter in Atlanta. 

Yesterday was a field day for this im- 
ported disease, and a number of prominent 
citizens are wrestling with the influenza 
aja Russia this morning. 

First a stuffy, dizzy feeling about the 
head, sharp pains across the eyes and fore- 
head, aching back and limbs, and a feeling 
of hopeless despair—that’s la grippe. 

That old, last-winter feeling came back to 
@ number of prominent Atlantians, and they 
were forced to lay down their work and take 
to their rooms yesterday. 

“I can’t work,” said one of these gentle- 
men yésterday. ‘‘My head aches, my back 
aches, my limbs ache, and I am all broke up 
generally.” 

‘‘Maybe its the grip,”’ said a bystander. 

“I hope not,’”’ was the rejoinder. Butit 
was, and there are numerous cases in Atlanta 
exactly similar. 

The cases are not near so severe, nor do they 
last as long as they did last winter, but it’s 
the grip, nevertheless, as every sign indicates. 

**T have had a great many cases in my prac- 
tice this week,’’ said Dr. Scott Todd yesterday. 
‘‘They are much milder than those of last 
year, but they are very numerous, and there 
bids fairto be many more.

‘‘It means much to the city,’”’ continued the 
collector. “I was talking with a wholesale 
merchant today, and he was elated over its 
benefits. He seemed to have no doubt about 
its being established here. You see, at present 
the wholesale trade in Atlanta gets most 
of its imported goods from the New York job- 
ber, and there is very little direct importation. 
With the warehouse the local dealers can 
open up trade directly for themselves and save 
a great amount of money by sodoing. By 
giving bond, they can get as much goods as 
they wish from abroad and take it out of the 
warehouse as they please, at any time, or at 
various times, in twelve months after its ar- 
rival.’’ 

‘Have the big southern cities got them?” 

**Yes, and all the large ports have, too.”’ 

“Tt will enable jobbers to do businessin At- 
lanta and get the benefit of the trade now done 
by the New York merchants,” continued the 
representative of the United States govern- 
ment. “It will in addition enable those who 
doimport todo soin larger quantities witha 
great deal more convenience and with com 
paratively less cost.’’ 

‘‘Where will the warehouse be located—if it 
is gotten ?’’ 

“A place will undoubtedly be rented ; there’s 
not enough room in the custom house.”’ 

To show theincreasing business now done 
between merchants in Atlanta and those 
abroad an importation yesterday will prove a 
valuable example. 

A carload of tobacco leaf was received in 
Atlanta for Mr. A. L. Cuesta, one of the man- 
ufacturers here, the duty on which will alone 
amount to $2,100 or more. It is the biggest 
foreign shipment of the kind that ever passed 
through the local custom house.
